Guides in Selecting Germs.

darkness.

quire the utmost care in handling, for 
the presence of any impurities or of 
another kind of sugar renders them 
unSt for the precise purposes for 
which they are intended. It requires 
the utmost patience ana 
scientific 


skill to put them through the various' 
steps of purification. Often through 
some slight slip or mishap days of 
work may be lost, and it te necessary 
to go back and repeat the process^ 
la order to obtain the resulted stand- 
ard. 


This elaborate care is responsible 


for the seemingly enormous prices at 
which the rare sugars are listed. High 
as these costs may appear they are 
said to yield only nominal profits to 
the manufacturers.
